LONDON, April 20,—The reply of Profident
Kruger to the Invitation of Colonial Secre-
tary Chamberlain to vielt England to disouss
with him what remedies can be applied (o
the grievances of the ultlanders In the
Transvaal le the newest factor In the South
African quedtion. The reply s not aceorded
a very kindly reception by the Engligh pub-
He. In e editorial on the subjoct, the Times
saye: I Presldent Kruger and hls sup-
porters wilfully close thelr eyves to obvious
facts and obdurately refuse to redress the
grievancia of the nitlanders, clrcumstanoes
may occur that will foree us to rely unon
the primary right of all communities to save
themeelves from Imminent peril.”’

The Times algo publishes a depateh from
Pretoria, which says: “‘President Kruger's
reply to Mr. Chamberlain Is friendly and
conelllatory, but It falls to advance the ne-
gotiation, Tt repents that the president can-
not ask the Volkerand to content to hls wiell
to Bngland untll a basls for the discussion
Is settled,”

The South Afrlean situation still absorbs
n large share of publie attention and appre-
hensions for the safety of Hnglishmen in
Matabeleland and particularly in Buluwayo
are not yet abated.

BERLIN, April 20,—l¥:rr Dachem, con-
trist, In the Relchstag today cnlled upen thoe
house to take anction to prevent dueling, He
Awelt upon the publie Indignation cauesd by
the kill'ng of Baron von Schrader by Count
vin Kotze and asked why the police had al-
lowed the meeting to ocenr when they knew
of Von Kotze's Intention to fight the haron,
Continuing, Herr Bachem sald that the prince
conrort - had obtalned the abolition of the
duells In England and asked why the em-
peror could not find a remedy for it In Ger-
many. (Cheers.)

Dr. von Boetticher, the minister of the in-
terior, roplled for the coancellor, Princs
Hohenlohe, who he sald was Indisposed and
unable to attend, The government, he as-
serted, sincerely regretted the duelg, hut It
could not be blamed for failing to prevent
them. (Murmurs from the members of the
left.) Dr. von Boetticher added that duellers
would always find means to gain thelr end,
However, Prince Hohenlohe was serlously
preparing measures to assure respect for the
law upon the part of all classes.

Herr Rickort declared that the reform must
comply with the military courts of honor,

Herr Chall endorsed Herr Bachem's view
of the cate, and Herr Bebel sala that the so-
clulists dld not object to e “so-cxlled higher
classes” doing the work of wutta)l belf-de-
struction, but he added the middle class was
aping tho vices of the arisiscracy and duel-
Ing was spreading because the duellists wero
confident of belng pardoned.

Late this afternoon Representative Dolll-

ver of lowa who made a most gallant fght
for an Inorease In the appropriation oarried
by the sepate bill—but who was defeated by
a combinatfon of démocrats and  Sereno
Payne, a republican of New York, tho vote
standing fAve to six against the Increpse—
reported the exposition  bBiL The report
after the usual preamble states that the bil
was favorably passed upon in eommittee and
recommends but one ameddment to the bl
Sectlon five I8 so amended as to provide
that no lability agalnst the government
shall be incurred, and no expenditure of
money under the act eholl be made, until
the oficers of the exposition shall have fur-
nished to the secrotary of the ireasury
proof to his satlsfaction that there have
bern obtained by the expositlon corporation
subsceriptions of stock in good falth, con-
tributions, donations or appropriations from
all sources, for the purpose of the exposition,
W Eum ageregating not less than $250,000,

Tue report further  says  “Twenty-fonr
statea and territoriea are vitally Interested
itt’ this entérprise, edach otie of which has
glven assurances that It will make an exhibit
and an appropriation in order that the ox-
poaition may he a great succoes, The gov-
ernment has encouraged expositions of simi-
lar charseter at New Orleans and Atlanta
while government ald has besn extended to
some lesser afllalrs in other parls of the
oountry, We are assurcd that thlg expos-
tion will be on a larger scale than the oni
Infely held nt Atlanta, and will be of special
bonefit to the Tramemississippl country, 1t
has been urged on thls committoe by friends
of the exposition, including members of the
house, that the amount should be {nereassd
to $250,000 In order that the enterprizse might
be of a character commensurate  with  the
groatoness of the tranomisslssippl  country,
but, while conceding the full force of this
contention, in view of the deplorable condi-
tion of the treasury and the elgnificant fact
that the senate In passing this blll, without
division or objection, reduced the amount
from $260,000 provided by the bill orlginally
to $200,000, we do not feel justified in raleing
the amount to 250,000, The amendment
proposed by the committee will  insure a
definite subseription or appropriation on the
part of the exposition hefore any maney e
be provided by the government shall be
wvailable."

PRESIDENT WATTLE'S ARGUMENT.

When President Waltles arope to addrese
the ways und means commiteee thie morning
Just a quornm of that august bedy was pres-
ent, beaides Messrs. Mercer, Andrews and
Kem of the Nebrashka delegation. Later,
however, eleven members showed up, on a
vote being taken in executlve spesalon, Chair-
nan' Dingléy not voung,  Wattles began his
specch by recliing the ineceptisn of the ex-
position and reviewed the esession of the
Trangmississippl congress, which slands as
Its god parent, Arguments in faver of this
exposition, sald Mr. Wattles, brought out the
fact that the tide of immigration which has
steadily flown westward for a eentury wae
almost stemmed, and that the great depres-
sion In business during the past few years,
cotrpledl with a partlal fallure of crops In
some of the weslern states and activity of
other gectlons of the country in advertising
their resourees might show at the next cen-
#us that for the firat time in Afty years the
center of population had meuved eastward. It
wis argued that an exposition of the charme-
ter proposed would counteract these Influ-
ences, and by advertlsing In a Niting munner
the resources of tho west and educating the
people of our own country and of the world
In the varlety and magnitede of these re-
sources, this exposltion would result In last-
Ing bonefits, not only to the west, but to the
cntire country.

He told how much greater this exposition
waould be than the Atlanta exposition, and
stiowed how far gshort an exposition building
costing but $60,000 would fali, 1n view aof the
fact that the government bullding at Atlanta
was removed from the World's falr at Chl-
cago, He showed the vastness of the coun-
try to be benefited and the varied Industrien
that would participate. He spoke of the
grand  possibilities that held out Inviting
hands, mountaing of mineral wealth, il ficlde
of Wyoming, coal fields of Colorado and Utnh,
and capped it all with the scrong thought of
how universally thls exposition was belng
taken up from lowa to Callfornia and from
North Dakota to Texas. In conclusion he
stated that the house blll earrying §500,000
wan right, but in view of tne shoriness of
time, and ax there was objection to the house

bill, he wrged the committee to adopt the
penate LI with' $50,000 added.
Mr. Wattles made a docided Impression;

speaking, as he gald, as a plain business man
to a repreientative bedy of legislators,

Dave Mercor made a few remarke, saying
that the members of the cwmmittee Knew
liow earncatly he desired the bill to pass
